1 AN EXTREMELY FINE AND VERY RARE STAINED GLASS CHURCH WINDOW 
of nine lights, depicting scenes from the Life of the Virgin ; and two 
other Panels by the same hand but perhaps from a different window. 
The colours are unusually brilliant and include two or three superb 
shades of blue, also yellow, red, green and manganese, full of depth 
and richness. The drawing is particularly fine and sensitive, the 
general design masterly, and the drapery has qualities of texture rarely 
found in glass. Such restorations as have been necessary in the past 
have been executed with great skill by a first class artist, Flemish, 
16th Century, about 25ft. high by 6ft. 9in. wide 


The window is composed of three tiers, each of three panels, starting 
from the top with : 
A. 1. THE ASSUMPTION OF THE ViRGIN. The Virgin is depicted in 
the centre of the composition in a blue robe of particularly 
fine colour, flanked by angels

of kneeling figures of adoring saints and angels playing harps, 
both panels of unusually fine quality, 907. high by 27Tn.

THE PRESENTATION OF THE VIRGIN IN THE TEMPLE. This 
panel represents the Virgin at the top of The Fifteen Steps 
surrounded by priests and elders and contains some of the 
best glass in the window, though the ruby of the priest’s 
robe would appear to be 19th Century 


THE MARRIAGE OF THE VIRGIN. Two particularly fine lights 
form this composition. The Virgin is depicted on the left 
standing before St. Anne and St. Joachim, St. Joseph, in the 
right hand panel, is shown holding the Flowering Twig after 
the Choosing of the Husband for the Virgin. In these two panels 
the blue of the Virgin’s dress is beautifully painted on very 
fine glass and the green in the figure behind St. Joseph is of 
rich colour, about 54in. high by 27in. wide

. THE ANNUNCIATION. A perfectly balanced composition with 


the Virgin standing on the left, her hands folded, an angel 
kneeling before her, between them a lily and above them 
the holy dove. The head of the Virgin is very perfect, the 
drawing generally is fine and the drapery illustrates the 
technique of glass painting of this period at its best 


Tuer Nativity. In this panel the Virgin is kneeling with the 
shepherds behind her, the execution of the drapery is monu- 
mentaland the figures of the shepherds full of life, 5lin. by 270n. 


Tue IMMACULATE CONCEPTION (generally known as_ the 
Meeting of St. Joachim and St. Anne at the Golden Gate of 
Jerusalem), and another Panel showing four women mourning 
and a woman bathing a child below. The panel with the 
Meeting of St. Joachim and St. Anne is in superb state and 
more mediaeval in character than any of the panels above. 
These two lights are undoubtedly by the same hand as the 
others and are very similar in style but it is possible that they 
belonged to another window, about 70in. by 271m. The third 
light in this window with the heads of three apostles and a 
woman seated by a cradle below is part of the window 
above, A, B, and C, 531n. by 27in.

** Perhaps made like the Trelawny Glass to commemorate the termina- 
tion of the Seven Years War (1763) for one of the numerous patriotic 
societies that flourished at that time. An almost exactly similar 
goblet in the collection of Sir John Risley is illustrated by Thorpe 
in the “‘ History of English and Irish Glass’, pl. 116.

The Morley Family appear to have been of some importance in 
Arundel, as in the town’s Municipal Archives as far back as 1644, 
Colonel Herbert Morley a prominent Parliamentarian was appointed 
joint-governor of Arundel Castle with Sir William Springate. In 
1622 an Anthony Morley was one of the Sergeants-at-Mace to the new 
Mayor. Another Mr. Morley, in 1735, was a Member of the Panel 
and probably Corporation for nominating a Mayor.
